AUGUSTA, Ga. (UP) - P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower today urged Rus­ 
sia to join in a m ilitary control 
inspection system for the Arctic 
zone as “ a significant first step” 
to help “ reduce tensions and “ the 
m utual fears of surprise attack ” . 


In a letter to R ussian P rem ier 
N ikita S. K hrushchev, the P re si­ 
dent also renewed his appeal that 
R ussia agree to E a st - West tech­ 
nical studies on control or sus­ 
pension of nuclear tests and gen­ 
eral disarm am ent. 
Eisenhow er noted that the U nit­ 
ed States had proposed in the 
United Nations Security Council 
that there be set up an interna­ 
tional inspection system for the 
arctic zone. 


“ Your support of this proposal 


and subsequent cooperation would 
help to achieve a significant first 
step ,” the President said.
